“It would be possi. e to clear 
the river in three to five years’’, 
White predicted, ‘‘if we can work 
together in this tremendous under- 
taking’’.

He claimed it is far more sensi- 
ble to start this project than con- 
tinue with plans for a trunk sewer 
line to the coast. 

“This is why we planned the 
Ballardvale plant’’, he continued, 


with “‘Andover accepting Andover’s 


responsibility and not adding to 
the pollution of the river’’. 

One of the former problems 
the river’s high iron content — no 
longer exists, White said. He told 
the officials that the condition can 
be remedied by treatment quite 
easily. His plan would have the 
towns and cities jointly petition 
the state to ‘‘classify’’ the river; 
then go forward in seeking federal 
in 
cleaning it up. Then each commu- 


and state financial assistance 
nity could have its own pumping 
station and handle its own water 
distribution. 


“After one meeting’’, White 
concluded, ‘‘we’ll know whether 


’ 


we’re right or up a blind alley’’. 
The meeting left it to White to 
invite the officials from all com- 
munities that take 
from the river if it were purified 
and ask them to meet here as soon 
as possible.
